THROW SCRAP 


“NTO Fit 


A week from tomorrow, on 
Wednesday, August 19, Upland 
Salvage committee will actively 
initiate the local salvage drive 
for all kinds of scrap materials 
urgently necessary to the na- 
tion’s war effort, it is announced 
by Howard N, Mason, chairman 
of the salvage committee. 

CONTINUOUS DRIVE 

Though somewhat slow in ma- 
terializing and even being insti- 
tuted somewhat piecemeal, . the 
Upland salvage drive at last is 
to move into action and stay in 
action. “This is.one drive that 
is not going to end after a few | 
days, a few weeks or a few 
months,” Mr. Mason declared, “it 
is going to be continuous from 
now on until the United States 
government gives the word that 
the war is won!” 

At a meeting of the local sal- 
vage committee held at the cham- 
ber of commerce last night, Mr. 
Mason named Marvin sic 





to be chairman of the collection 
committee, while E. E. Haw- 
thorne was appointed chairman of | 
the disposal committee. 

City Manager R. G. Manley | 
gave assurance that city Sut 
would take care of the pickup of | 
salvage material on specified 
dates which will be announced 
from time to time in the paper 
and by district salvage wardens. | 
First pickup date was set for | 
next week Thursday, August 20. 

SALVAGE WARDENS 

To facilitate both in giving in- 
formation concerning salvage and 
in arranging for pickups and dis- 
posal, a salvage warden will be | 
appointed for each civilian de- | 
fense district in Upland. Salvage 
wardens will maintain contacts 
with every home in the district 
and will also arrange for estab- 
lishment of a lot in each district 
where scrap materials will be 
delivered for ultimate pickup by 
the city. City trucks will not) 
pickup from house-to-house, but 
from the district lots where resi- 
dents will deliver their scrap ac- 
cumuilations. 

Particular attention again is 
called by Mr. Mason to the grease 
and fat salvage phase of the 
drive. Such salvage should be de- 
livered regularly and as often as 
possible in one pound lots or larg- 
er to any local meat market. Keep 
this important source of explosiv- 
es flowing into war industry! 

GIVE GREASE MONEY 

Glass banks have been placed 
on the counters of all Upland 
meat markets, and residents are 
asked to deposit the money they 
yeceive for grease and fats in 
these containers. All money col- 
lected in this manner as well as 
money from all salvage is to be 
used to finance. civilian defense 
needs. In this manner citizens 
can do their share to strike at 
the enemies across the world and 
at the same time give valuable 
support to home civilian defense 
-work. 

Salvage materials _ articularly 
needed at this time, Mr. Mason 
says, include metals, rubber, rags 
and burlap sacks. Although pa- 
per, magazines and tin cans are 
not wanted right at the moment, 
due to congestion of storage 
transportation and processing fa- 
cilities, people are advised to 
save these items, as they will be 
called for again later. 

Members of Upland salvage 
committee are Mr. Mason, chair- 
man; E. G. Nisbet, R. G. Manley, 
f. B. Hawthorne, P. H. McQuillen 
and Howard Pierce. Frank K. 
Nichols is in charge of finance 
to handle all funds derived from 
the sale of scrap and to make all 
disbursements for civillan defense 
needs,

CITY 1S ASSURED 
EMERGENCY WATER 


Arrangements to maintain Up- 
land city water supply at an ade- 
quate pitch in times of emergency 
have been revealed to the city 
council by City Manager R. G. 
‘Manley, who told councilmen of 
negotiations now in = progress 
whereby the city would be able to 
cut its lines into those of other 
water companies in the district. 











The council gave approval to 
Mr. Manley’s efforts in this direc- 
tion and authorized him to work 
out contracts for emergency sup- 
plies of water which would be sat- 
isfactory to all concerned. 

Plans call for securing water 
in emergencies from other water 
companies where lines of these 
companies cross those of the city. 
It was pointed out that no actual 
connections would be made, but 
that gates would be installed on 
the city lines so that they can 
break over to the other lines on 
short notice if necessary. 

One of the principal objects of

feet in width from property line 
| to property line, and inclusive of 
all streets not exceeding sixty-six 
feet in width from property line 
to property line, the curb on each 
{side shall run parallel with the 
center line of such street and eigh- 
teen feet therefrom. In all 
streets fifty feet in width from 
property line to property line, the 
curb on each side shall similarly 
run parallel with the center line 
thereof and fifteen feet therefrom. 

Section Two. In any other 
streets that may have a different 
width, either greater or less, the 
location of the curb shall be pro- 
portionately in accordance 
the foregoing required distances 
from the median line of the street, 
and as the same may be establish- 
ed by Resolution of the City Coun- 
cil at the time. On streets already 
improved with constructed curb, 
not in accordance with the fore- 
going widths specifically provided 
for, the City Council may by Res- 
olution provide that any new curb
